This new two-crop or everbearing Red Raspberry was introduced by the New 
York Experiment Station several years ago, and has been well tried out, and 
proven a success, both as a one-crop bearer, and also as an everbearer. The fall 
crop is borne on the new growth. The fall crop will start in September and 
continue till frost late in the fall. Berries are large, conical shape, firm, few 
seeds, and sweet. Fine shipping quality. The plant is a husky grower, perfectly 
hardy, and resistant to common diseases. Bears midseason to late fall. We offer 
both l-year and 2-year-old plants in this variety. On November 7th, 1947, we 
picked our last Indian Summer berries. 


PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


Red Raspberries 


Two methods of culture are commonly used, the hill system and the solid row system. Under 
the first system plants are usually set five feet apart each way while under the second system 
they are set three feet apart in rows seven feet apart. Set plants just a trifle deeper than they 
were in the nursery in well worked soil, spreading out the roots and pressing soil firmly. After 
planting cut canes back to 2 or 3 inches above the ground level. 


The following spring, before growth starts, prune canes back to a length of about three feet. 
After fruiting season cut out all fruiting canes and burn them to destroy any disease or insects, 
as the fruit is always borne on new growth canes and five or six of these new strongest canes are 
sufficient to leave to a hill. 

Follow this same procedure each year. Cultivate Raspberries shallow during entire season but 
do not continue beyond picking season, as late growth will not mature sufficiently to withstand 
the winter. 

It takes about 1800 plants to set an acre 31/2 ft. by 7 ft.

Mastodon has been with us for about 20 years, and in all these 
20 years we have never known them to fail on a full crop 5 to 6 
months long the same year they are set out. The size of the berry 
is like Streamliner—very large. It is of very good quality, red all 
the way through, and fine flavor. Bears as heavy as Streamliner, 
and makes many new runner plants. These new runner plants 
will also bear toward fall, and then you have a real picking row. 
This wide row will make fine picking next June as a spring berry. 
Mastodon does not require any special soil, care or petting. They 
grow most anywhere, or on any soil that will grow garden or 
potatoes. They sell like “hot cakes” on roadside stands, or on 
any market. It will take a hard freeze to stop Mastodon from 
bearing.

Gem also does best 
when grown in the hill system, so for best results keep all runners 
nipped off. The berries are large and smooth, and of a light red 
color, that ripen up even all around. Bears equally as heavy as 
Mastodon, and the berries get larger towards fall. Runner plants 
will bear as well as the mother plant. Gem is a good plant 
maker.
